Young Man Shot by Companion 
in Cannon Hotel 


Bert Spencer Shoots and Kills David 
| B. Owen—Herbert Talley Wit- 
nessed Shooting, Which Is 
Said To Have Been 
Accidental. 


As the result of a pistol-shot wound 
inflicted by a companion in the Cannon 
house early yesterday morning, David B. 
Owen, a young man about !8 years of 
age, died at the Grady hospital. yester- 
day afternoon at 3:30 o’clock. Bert 
Spencer, aged 17, who did the shooting, 
and Herbert Talley, aged !8, who wit- 
negsed it, are held at police. barracks 
pending a further investigation by the 
police. Both young men claim the 
shooting was an accident, and Owen, 
before his death, sajd he had been shot 
accidentally. 

Owen resided at 1! Capitol avenue, 
and at one time was a city collector.

Thursday night Talley went to the 
theater, and about 11:30 o’clock he met 
up with Owen and Spencer in the Kim- 
ball house lobby.

“DEATH SCATTER! 


BY GAS TANKS 


Four Killed and a Score In- 
jured 


Twenty-two Tanks Exploded One Af- 
ter Another in South Chicago. 
' Explosion of Mammoth 
Tanks Prevented “Sy 
Dangerous Move.

Chicago, November !8.—Four persons 
were killed and a score of others were 
fnjured by a gas explosion that com- 


pletely destroyed the plant of the Pyle | 
in South : 


Flectric Headlight Company 
Chicago today. 

The shock of the explosions were s9 
Severe that. all the buildings near the 


demolished plant were badly damaged | 


and windows were shattered for blocks 
and persons walking in the streets were 
thrown from their feet at a great dis- 
tance. Over-pressure on tanks contain- 
ing gas is believed to have caused the 
accident.

RALPH 
the Pyle 
Company.

Of the injured. William H. Maloney, 
blown from the third floor of the builld- 
ing. and Alfred Cox, internaily injured, 
will probably die. 

Many persons who were walking in 
the street near the plant were injured 
by flying debris. 

Bodies Buried Under Debris. 

All of the dead were buried under tons 
of burning timber and hot br&k and 
fron, making it impossible to remove 
their bodies for hours after the accident 
occurred. 

The scene of the explosion fs the old 
Hyde Park gas plant. Through lease 
the big plant is occupied partly by the 
Pyle National Electric Headlight Com- 
pany, which is largely engaged in sup- 
plying illumination for railroad coaches. 
This illuminant is forced into small 
retorts. .In order to make this possible 
the retorts are subjected to an extremely 
high pressure. It was such a tank that 
caused the first explosion. It bajrst with 
a flash and a roar that shook the earth 
and seemed to lift the building from its 
foundation. ‘Amid the hurricane of debris 
workmen were blown out of the structure 
far into the gtreet about the building. 
Before any ong realized what had hap- 
pened retort after retort exploded in 
Such rapid suecession that it was almost 
impossible to distinguish the detonations. 
There were nine such explosions in all, 
which left the plant in flames. Part of 
the demolished structure is occupied by 
the People’s Gas, Light ang Coke Com- 
pany, and with the spread of the flames 
it was feared that two large tanks filled 
with gas would become ignited, but hard 
fighting on the part of fully a hundred 
firemen finally subdued the flames and 
prevented an explosion, which would un- 
doubtedly have caused a great loss of 
life and property. 

The total loss caused by the accident 
is estimated at $75,000.

Bishop W. A, Candler Made 
an Imporiant Announcement 
Yesterday, 


WORK ON THE B16 EDIFICE 
BEGINS IN SIXTY ANS 


More Than a Thousand Dollars Was 
Raised Yesterday—Hospital Will 
Be a Memorial to John Wes- 
ley—All Georgia Meth- 
odists Are Interested. 


The Wesley Memortal hospital is as 
sured, and work on it will be begun 
within the next sixty days. 

This statement was authorized yes- 
terday afternoon by Bishop Warren A. 
Candler, president of the board of trus- 
tees. 

This statement of Bishop Candler will, 
no doubt, come in the nature of a2 sur- 
prise, as even the most ardent advocates 
of the enterprise did not expect the 
work to begin at such an early date. 
The movement had its inception in April, 
1903. At this time, The Wesleyan 
Christian Advocate, in a stypng edito- 
rial proposed the building of a ‘‘Meth- 
odist hospital at the capital of Geor- 
gia.” It was urged at that particular 
time because it was the bi-centenary 
of John Wesley’s birth. 

Since that time quiet and unceasing 
work has been going on to consummate 
the project. Yesterday, without the 
least effort, $1,000 was subscribed by 
different persons. 

The property on which the proposed 
hospital will be erected has already 
been secured. It is the large corner lot 
at Auburn avenue and Courtland street. 

“It is the only Methodist hospital in 
Georgia,”’ said Bishop Candler, “and 
both the Methodist conferences in the 
State are back of the enterprise. It 
will be made worthy of them. 

“You see,” continued the bishop, with 
a touch of merriment, “the Methodists 
have revivals, and go they are constant- 
ly adding to thelr enterprises such in- 
strumentalities as will minister to the 
bodies, minds and so.ls of men. We 
hope @ good many gifts for the hospital 
will come on Thanksgiving day. 
Churches that do not have revivals are 
not called on to prove how pious they 
are, but we Methodists have to prove 
our faith by our works, and I think 
our people will make tolerable proof on 
this occasion.” 


History of Movement. 


“The Wesleyan Christian Advocate is, 
@s you know, the organ of the Metho- 
dists in Georgia, and before the revival- 
istic churches received. their ‘lecturing 
on philanthropy, The Advocate sent out 
a call for a Thanksgiving offering, and 
I doubt not many Methodists, and per- 
haps others will respond to the appeal.

Advocate, is a grandson of Bishop An- 
drew, who was famous for revivals and 
geod works, and he is himself some- 
what in a meeting.

Fameus Outlaw Served Sev- 
en Years of Sentence 
for Life. 


Tavlor Delk, the famous Pike county 


‘tence in the state penitentiary for the 
'murder of Sheriff W. O. Gwyn, dropped 
dead as the result of heart failure on 
‘Thursday at the penitentiary camp of 
‘pr J. B. S. Holmes near Lake Park in 

Lowndes county where ‘he has heen at 
work for some months past. 

Notice of his death was recelved at 
the office of the prison commission yes- 
'terday almost at the time the prison 
commission was considéring an applica- 
‘tion for his pardon made by his wife 
who has been urging executéve clemency 
in his behaif. The petition for pardon 
has been under consideration by the 
commission, though no definite action 
has been taken. 

Delk, who was 62 years old, was for a 
‘long time confined at the state prison 
farm near Mil.edgeville. Recently with 
‘a number of other convicts who ara not 
‘regarded as able bodied men, he was 
sent to the Holmes camp near Lake Park 
‘where he has been engaged in farming. 
‘He went out in the field Thursday and 
suddenly without any warning dropped 
dead. 

Delk was convicted of murder in 1897, 
his second trial having been held in Hen- 
ry county under a change of venue, and 
before Judge John S. Candler, now on 
the supreme bench. Deik, his son Tom, 
and others had been charged with cattle 
stealing in the section around Zebulon 
in Pike county, and Sheriff! Gwyn deter- 
mined to arrest them. Delk and his 
friends barricaded themselves in his 
home and opened fire on the officers 
with the result that Gwyn was killed 
and others wounded.
